Kodur’s  leper  colony  was  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  turn  of  the  century 
by  the  Hermannsburg  mission. 
Additional  buildings  were  added 
shortly  before  World  War  I  by 
German  missionaries,  and  more 
improvements  were  made  after 
that  by  American  missions. 

About  Eighty  At  Colony. 

About  eighty  men,  women  and 
children  reside  as  patients  at  the 
Kodur  asylum.  The  development 
programs  calls  for  $15,000  to  meet 
the  needs  of  enlarging  the  colony. 

“The  buildings  of  this  institu¬ 
tion  look  as  wretched  as  the  mis¬ 
erable  creatures  who  occupy 
them,”  said  a  recent  report  from 
the  asylum. 

“Large  numbers  of  lepers  are 
being  turned  away  each  week  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  room  for  them 
within."

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Recreation  Student  Problem 

One  of  the  most  frequently  discussed  questions  on  the 
Wartburg:  campus  is  that  of  recreational  facilities  provided  in 
the  city  of  Waverly.  Usually  freshmen  or  students  at  Wart¬ 
burg  for  the  first  time  are  the  ones  who  question  whether  or 
not  Waverly  has  adequate  recreational  facilities. 

In  most  instances  one  can  find  the  forms  of  amusement 
that  one  is  looking  for.  Provisions  for  picnics  and  outings 
are  offered.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  another  city  park 
anywhere  with  the  natural  beauty  of  Riverside  park.  It  has 
become  so  commonplace  with  us  who  see  it  every  day,  how¬ 
ever,  that  we  pass  by  without  noticing  it.  In  season,  boating, 
swimming  and  fishing  facilities  are  at  our  finger-tips.  It  is 
doubtful  if  any  other  community  of  any  size  in  the  state  can 
surpass  Waverly  in  this  respect. 

It  is  quite  true  that  certain  indoor  recreations  are  not 
to  be  had  in  Waverly,  such  as  bowling  alleys  and  roller  rinks. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  providing  these  is  a  business 
venture,  and  that  the  high  cost  of  building  at  the  present 
time  must  be  taken  into  consideration  by  anyone  thinking  of 
providing  them. 

We  may  be  certain  that  bowling  and  roller  skating  will 
make  their  appearance  in  Waverly  when  it  becomes  profitable 
to  anyone  who  is  making  an  investment  in  them.  In  the 
meantime,  we  should  do  something  about  providing  for  our 
own  recreation.  Is  good  reading  material  something  for¬ 
gotten  by  the  modern  college  student?  Are  textbooks  and 
funnies  the  extent  of  our  reading?  Must  all  recreation  be 
social  and  physical? 

If  the  Artist  Series,  college  sports  events  and  other 
programs  of  the  college  do  not  take  up  enough  of  our  time, 
then  let  us  do  something  about  it  and  not  sit  around  and  be¬ 
moan  the  lack  of  a  bowling  alley.  Why  not  make  plans  im¬ 
mediately  for  a  large  ice  skating  rink  on  North  field,  to  be 
made  as  soon  as  possible,  not  only  for  the  college  students,  but 
for  every  youngster  in  the  neighborhood,  and  anyone  else 
wanting  to  make  use  of  it?

World  Views  by  Grelling 

UN  Only  Foundation 

When  the  United  Nations  began  its  meeting  in  Paris  a  few  weeks 
ago,  skepticism  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  whole  organization  was  to  be 
felt  everywhere.  The  average  American  did  not  even  listen  twice 
to  what  radio  commentators  had  to  say  about  the  work  being  accom¬ 
plished  at  the  Palais  de  Chaillot.  The  general  opinion  seemed  to  be 
“They  started  out  from  a  deadlock  and  they’ll  end  up  in  a  deadlock!” 

This  assumption  might  have  a  basis  ®f  truth,  for  it  is  cer¬ 
tainly  apparent  that  the  United  Nations  is  not  what  it  could  be. 
But  then,  what  human  enterprise  is  perfect?  In  your  columnist’s 
opinion,  the  above  approach  to  the  whole  problem  is  a  negative 
one  and  therefore  essentially  wrong.  In  a  state  of  affairs  as  com¬ 
plex  as  the  present  world  situation,  the  only  way  to  get  any¬ 
thing  done  is  by  compromise. 

It  is  only  natural  that  in  the  gathering  of  so  many  different 
nations,  there  should  be  clashing  interests.  But  to  argue  from  the 
clashing  of  interests  between  Russia  and  the  western  powers  to  the 
inefficacy  of  the  United  Nations  is  logically  unsound.  The  only  thing 
which  might  eventually  make  the  UN  a  second  League  of  Nations  is 
the  very  improbable  possibility  that  Russia  will  indefinitely  refuse  to 
compromise. 

Just  because  one  child  out  of  a  family  of  58  Is  a  continual 
troublemaker  does  not  mean  that  the  whole  family  will  necessarily 
have  to  get  into  a  fight.  If  the  western  powers  persist  in  their 
present  policy  of  standing  on  guard,  holding  their  positions  and 
meanwhile  simply  ignoring  Mr.  Vishiasky’s  preposterous  claims 
concerning  the  Berlin  crisis  and  other  problems,  Russia  will 
finally  be  convinced  that  she  cannot  bluff  us  out  af  anything. 


pie  only  way  we  can  realize  our  purpose  is  by  making  the  argu¬ 
ment  as  much  of  a  public  affair  as  possible,  and  the  United  Nations 
is  rendering  us  and  the  whole  world  a  very  real,  service  by  furnishing 
die  necessary  international  setting.  Within  the  United  Nations  we 
have  at  least  a  hope  for  peace.  Without  it  any  understanding  among 
the  major  powers  is  virtually  impossible.  Let  us  therefore  credit  the 
UN  with  being,  at  the  very  least,  the  only  foundation  on  which  world 
peace  can  be  based. 
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Product  of  the  Hutchins’  phe¬ 
nomenal  two-year  bachelor's  de¬ 
gree  course  is  William  Wubben, 
instructor  in  business  adminis¬ 
tration  and  economics  at  Wart¬ 
burg. 

Hailing  from  Chicago's  west 
side,  and  taking  all  of  his  higher 
education  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Mr.  Wubben  says,  "The. 
most  fascinating  thing  about  Chi-: 
cago  is  wondering  what  there  is 
about  it  which  fascinates  othe\-j 
people!” 

Being  duly  proud,  this  instruc- 
r  says  he  is  the  only  person  on 
sr  faculty  to  have  an  M.B.A. — 
master  of  business  administra- 
n.  Most  of  his  graduate  work 
business  has  been  in  personnel 
administration  and  in  industrial 
relations.

I  thought  Homecoming  was  one  of  the  best  events  I  had  ever  at¬ 
tended  or  been  a  part  of  until  about  halfway  through  the  second 
quarter  of  today’s  game.  I  heard  one  of  the  lousiest  (that  is  the  word 
I  mean)  displays  of  sportsmanship  I  have  ever  heard  at  a  college 
football  game. 

One  of  the  Simpson  players  was  hurt  and  needed  to  be  helped 
off  the  field.  Some  joker  behind  me  started  joking  and  shouted  out 
a  few  other  things  which  are  not  part  of  the  conduct  of  any  sports 
fan,  let  alone  a  rooter  from  a  Christian  college. 

Later  cn  in  the  second  half,  another  Simpson  man  was  injured.

Wartburg’s  Knights  of  the  gridiron  treated  Home- 
comers  to  a  26-13  victory  over  the  Simpson  Redmen  here  last 
Saturday  aftemoori  in  perfect  football  weather. 

Knights  reversed  things  a  bit  in  this  game,  as  they  came 
I  out  strong  and  rolled  up  a  20-0  edge  in  the  first  half,  added 
another  touchdown  in  the  third  period  and  then  leaned  back 
on  their  laurels  to  watch  the  Simpson  eleven  run  over  them, 
as  far  as  ground-gaining  was  concerned,  in  the  second  half 
of  the  game. 

Sustained  drives  going  for  524 
and  51  yards  netted  the  Knights 
scores,  the  first  coming  after  ' 
only  six  minutes  of  action  on  a 
Stan  Wignes-to-Paul  Bruns  lat¬ 
eral  play.
